THE HEDJAZ RAILWAY. 


The strategic importance of the Hedjaz rail- 
way in regard to Egypt i is very great and we 
advise.all interested in this great undertaking 
to peruse the series of three instructive articles 
from the Cairo Correspondent of “The Times” 
on the progress made in the construction of the 
railway from Damascas td Mecca.
